HOPE NOT HATE was launched in 2005 as a positive 
alternative to the BNP’s politics of hate. It is positive 
while the BNP is negative. It celebrates what unites us 
rather than deliberately pulling us apart. It believes that 
people, working together, can overcome their problems 
while the BNP pits communities against one another. 


Here are just some of the things we do. 


CAMPAIGNING We distribute newspapers and leaflets 
in the communities where the BNP peddles its hatred. In 
the recent European election we distributed 
3.6 million pieces of literature door-to-door. 


MOBILISING ONLINE With 143,000 
online supporters, HOPE not hate has the 
biggest political email list in Britain. We 
direct supporters to our events, organise 
Mass petitions and conduct online 
telephone canvassing. 


BUILDING NEW 
COMMUNITIES 
We work with schools and 
community groups to help break 
down barriers and empower 
local people to sort out their 
problems without resorting to 
the BNP. 


SPREADING THE MESSAGE 
The HOPE not hate research 
team supplies the media with 
many of the stories they run on 
the BNP.

DESPITE ITS recent attempts to appear mainstream, the 
BNP remains a party of violence and hatred. 


The case of Terence Gavan, who was sentenced to 11 years 
in prison in January 2010, is just the latest link between the 
BNP and terrorism. Police found nail bombs and more than 
30 firearms at his home in Kirklees, Yorkshire. 


The judge said: “There is no case in which such a long and 
persistent course of manufacture of both guns and 
explosives combined with possession of material likely to 
be useful to those who commit terrorist acts has ever been 
before a court before. ... You had in 2007 joined the BNP 
and written in your own notebooks indicating strong 
hostility towards immigrants in this country.’ 


Gavan's case follows numerous convictions of BNP 
members and activists for racially aggravated assault, 
possession of firearms and explosives and other offences.
